AWARD 

The Central Government, Ministry of Labour, vide its order 
dated 30th October, 1981 (L-12012/297/80-D.1IA), has refer¬ 
red the following dispute for adjudication : 

"Whether the action of the management in relation to 
their Ashok Nagar, Branch, Kanpur, in retiring 
from services Shri M.L. Tripathi, Daftry with effect 
from 26-8-80 is justified? If not, to what relief is 
the workman concerned entitled?’’ 

The case of the workman is that he entered in the bank's 
service as sub staff in the year 1946 and was promoted in 
1973. That his date of birth as per school leaving certi¬ 
ficate is 22-10-22: that he should have retired on 22-10-82 
in view of para 18.1 of tho Bipartite Settlement on completion 
of 60 years age but he retired on 26-8-80 which is unjust 
and reasonable and illegal, hence the premature n^lrment 
of the workman be set aside and he be deemed in service 
till 22-10-82 with full back wages. 

The management in their written stalemem have asserted 
that the workman joined on 26-8-47 and not in the year 
1946 as alleged and he was promoted as daftri fropi 14-4-73 
in the same cadre and get scale as peon, it is contended 
that beside other contention that he joined service on 26-S-47 
he informed the bank that his dale of birth was Ashwain 
Samwat 1976 which according to the Qragerin calendar terms 
to be 26-8-22 and accordingly this date was recorded os 
workman’s date of birth in bonk record. The workman 
later on had informed the bank that his date of birth was 
13-10-22 and on observing this descripeney the workman was 
asked by the management to submit satisfactory evidence 
about his age and date of birth, Tn consequence, the work¬ 
man produced the horoscope according to which work 
man’s date of birth was 22-10-22, The third date of birth 
was brought in picture and this was different from the other 
two dates of births i.e, 26-8-22 entered in the bunk’s record 
and 13-1/-22. These dates were at variance and the workman 
had not produced any satisfactory evidence in support of 
his contention. He was issued a notice dated 12-8-80 retiring 
him as treating him as retired from sorvice from 26th August, 
1980, on the basis of the date of birth already recorded in 
the bank’s record. The workman thereafter produced a 
School Leaving Certificate on 23-8-80, wherein his date of 
birth as 22-10-22 mentioned. Considering the fact that he 
had not produced any certificate at the time of entering in 
the bank’s service and if he had received any eduction in 
any institution school certificate was not given. Secondly 
the school leaving certificate was not given any attention, 
On 2nd October, 80, the management bank issued a circular 
no. BID-14-70-68 that in no circumstances application for 
altering the date of birth will be entertained and as the 
date of birth record in the bank at the time of their 
appointment will stand. Despite the bank’s circular, the 
bank was prepared to give the workman a chance to sup¬ 
port his contention regarding the date of birth hut the work¬ 
man did not produce anv document and also did not avail 
of the opportunity offered to him on 26-8-80. 

In rejoinder workman admitted that he entered in service 
in August 1947 and not in 1946 and regretted for the error. 
Hr further submitted that Ashwin Samwat 1976 as his date 
of birth and has expressed his surprise as to how this date 


of birh was appeared in his record. Here he states that 
alongwith the application for appointment in the year 1947 
he had given a school leaving certificate as 22-1-22 and he 
was filing a pholostate copy of the same which is annexure 
H. It is further averred that letter wa s duly received and 
it shows the correct date of birth as 22-10-22. It has been 
meat was in possession of the workman this should have 
argued by the caunsel for the management that if this docu¬ 
ment was in possession of the workman this should have 
been filed long ago and not during the pendency of this 
case. The first opportunity to file was soon after October. 
1970. Further before his retirement a notice was given to 
him that the workman should have filed this and not at 
this stage. This document appears to be a lake document and 
prepared for the purposes of this case. The workman has 
again averred that in the month of January 68 he was asked 
to satisfy his date of birth. The workman's reply is dated 
11 -1-68 in which he reiterated bis date of birth as 22-10-22, 
and further stated that a copy of school leaving certi¬ 
ficate was attached to his application. A photo of the same 
letter is appended and marked as annexure ’O’. This letter 
too was delivered against receipt. Again on 26-12-76, he 
moved an application on the management bank alleging 
about his two earlier applications. This letter was too receiv¬ 
ed bv the bank and the photo copy of the same is annexure 
D. The workman was given only seven days time to substan¬ 
tiate his stand that his date of birth was 22-10-22 vide letter 
dated, 1-7-80. 

As observed earlier the workman has filed documents 
alongwith his rejoinder as annexures and annexure B is the 
photostat copy of the letter dated 11-7-47. In this appli¬ 
cation it is written that he wants appointment a s peon in 
the cmanagement bank and that he has read 8th class and 
that he was enclosing school leaving certificate and the sec¬ 
ond application is dated 11-1-61 in which he has mentioned 
about letter of the branch manager asking him to produce 
certificate of birth within a week in which he mentioned 
that he had appended school leaving certiOcate alongwith 
application for service. In this Ire mentioned that his date 
of birth was 22-10-22. Ashwin Month and Day Sunday. He 
further alleged that in that school leaving certificate his 
date of birth is of Vikrami Samwat 1979. The lust copy of 
of the application filed by workman is dated 26-12-79 . In 
this letter addressed to the General Manager he intimated 
that after obtaining hcrroscone from his mother he learnt 
that his date of birth was 22-10-22. The day of birth was 
Sunduy and the month was Ashwin Kwar. He further stated 
that date mentioned in his form may be ignored as they 
may not be correct and the date mentioned in this letter is 
correct. 


The management has filed the photocopy of tho service 
record ext. M-2 which shows that brs date of birth is Ashwin 
Samwat 1976, and the date of admission in the bank as 
26-8-47. The management has filed annexure M-2 circular 
dated 2nd October, 1970, whereby the members of, the 
staff were intimated that in no circumstances application for 
altering their date of birth will be entertained and the date 
of birth recorded in their service record at the time of their 
appointment on the basis of document produced bv them 
will stand, If really the workman was litTate upto 4th Class 
and has submitted school leaving certificate alongwith appli¬ 
cation, there was no reason for writing hi s qualification as 
nil. Further the management would not have written his 
date of birth as Ashwin Samwat 1976 of its own accord. 
Thus this douement was preoared soon after the admission 
of the workman in the management bank on the basis of 
record supplied at that time. 


On behalf of the management Shri P.K. De an officer of 
the personnel department of the management bank looking 
after the staff matters appeared in the witness box and on 
the basis of record averred the case of the management 
and proved the documents. He has averred therein that Mr. 
Tripathi produced school leaving certificate which is dated 
22-10-22 on 23-8-80 only after receiving the notice dated 
12-8-80 which was not accepted. In cross-examination he 
stated looking original of annexure B stated that the same 
does not bear the seal of the bank. He further stated that 
who founded equivalent Ashwin Samawat 1976 as 26-8-80. He- 
further stated that after the circular of 1971 the workman 
did not file obiection and produce school certificate only 
after receiving the notice of retirement.

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On the other hand the workman has reiterated 
in his rejoinder as well as in the cross-examination that 
the bank never asked him to give proof of his date of birth. 
He further stated that after retirement he came to know 
that in bank’s record his date of birth was wrongly recorded. 
He also deposed that in this case he has hied a school 
certificate for age whereas matter of fact no such record 
has been filed. He stated in the end that it was wrong to 
say that at the time of retirement h e gave wrong date of 
birth so that he may remain in the service of the bank for 
longer period. 

The Workman has never filed the school leaving or the 
horoscope to show authenticity of the two documents. If 
they really existed further he should have proved the fact 
from the record of the Nigoha Primary School from original 
document and also by producing the person who prepared 
the horoscope or horoscope itself. None of them has been 
done. Obviously there is no person to disbelieve the entire 
in the service record of the workman that the date of birth 
was Ashwin Samwat 1976 and the record was prepared 
soon after hi s entry in the service and long before the 
dispute should be raised immediately earlier in 1961 as 
staled by the workman. The workman has tried to reconcile 
the entry made in the service record and the school leaving 
certificate and herroscope, Firstly in the earlier letter he 
had stated that it was not Vikarmi Samwat 76 but Vikarmi 
Samwat 71. second time stated that it was the date month 
Ashwin Samwat 1976, but the day of birth was Sunday. 
Reconciling of these three samwat dates of birth and Ashwin 
Mah he gave out hi s date of birth as 22-10-22 and even 
looking to the Panchnng of 1979 month of Ashwin the date 
22 does not fall in the month of October and the 
entire month of Ashwin commencing from 7th September 
and concludes on 5th October and date 22 falling therein 
is not Sunday but Friday.

In Samwat 1976 also the entire month commences from 
11th September and concludes on 9th October, and date 
22nd of September, falls on Monday. Thus in any view of 
matter this month of Ashwin does not fall in October and 
in any way date of birth given by the workman as 22-10-22 
does not reconcile. 

As observed earlier Samwat 1976 and month Ashwin 
commenced from 11th September and concluded on 9th 
October. Even taking the last date i.e. 9th Samwat 1976 
Ashwin month the workman should have been retired on 
9-8-80 and not on 26th October, 80. The month of October 
does not come in Ashwin 1976 rather it i s all September 
and October, Taking (he last date which would be advant¬ 
ageous to the workman T hold that he should have been 
retired on 9th October. 80 and not on 26-8-80, taking the 
month of birth mentioned in the service record. 

I accordingly hold that the retiring Shri M.L. Tripathi, 
from, 26-8-80 was not justified and he should have hren 
retired on 9-10-80. The result is that lie will he entitled 
to get difference of pay and all benefits till 9-10-80 taking 
on date as dale of birth of his retirement. 

T. therefore, give my award accordingly.

AWARD 

1, The Central Government, Ministry of Labour, vide its 
Notification No. L-1201J/119/78-DJI-A dt. 15th July, 1980, 
has referred the following for adjudication. 

“Whether the action of the management of Central Bank 
of India in relation to its Divisional Office at Meerut 
in not providing employment to Shri Tej Pal Singh, 
N. C. Iain, Anil Kumar, Sita Ram and Som Prakash 
peons, on and from 7-12-75, 21-11-75, 25-3-76, 

21-11-75 and 22-2-76 respectively is justified? If 
not, to what relief are the workmen concerned entit¬ 
led?” 


2, The case of the workmen as sponsored by the tinion is 
that the management hank is public sector undertaking and 
comes under the definition of state within the meaning of 
article 12 of the Indian Constitution. In June 1971, the bank 
made an advertisement in newspapers inviting applications 
for recruitment of the sub-staff cadre for its office In Meerut 
Division. All the five concerned workmen applied for recruit¬ 
ment, and they appeared in written test and interview, The 
bank finaffy selected candidates on the basis of the said test 
and interview and also a list of successful candidates, ft copy 
of which is annexure W-2, filed with the claim statement. The 
said list contained a separate names of six candidates ufldef 
separate category, as hoods and daughters of the staff mem¬ 
bers. AH the five workmen were initially appointed as tem- 
properly peons at different offices of the bank management 
from different dates and were given temporary employment 
at various branches under divisional office at Meerut. Subse¬ 
quently all the six sons of the staff (whose names are in the 
list as separate category), of separate category and 16 out of 
3 general category candidates were given appointment with 
six months probation but the remaining candidates of the 
general category including 5 workmen concerned were conti¬ 
nued On terrtoprary basis till 1975-76 whereafter no further 
employment was given to them from the dates mentioned 
against their names in the reference Order, The union raised 
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industrial dispute which ended in failure but the Government 
declined to refer the dispute for adjudication on the ground 
that the management had issued orders for the appointment of 
the cun didates directly according to merit, copy of which is 
annexure W-7 of the claim statement. After the said the man¬ 
agement stopped giving workmen further employment after the 
date mentioned in the reference order and aggrieved by th such 
action they made further representation on which ihe manage¬ 
ment informed that the Head Office lias deckled to absorb only 
those candidates who had v.-orked for 240 days of work in 
12 calendar months and that Ihe remaining list (waiting) had 
been cancelled. The management took five persons for per¬ 
manent appointment giving them six months probation on the 
ground that they had completed 290 days in one calendar 
year. They were given permanent appointment on 14-1-78 
and were confirmed on 14-7-78. Tt may be mentioned here 
that the name of Shri Anil Kumar workman appeared in the 
merit list Annexure W-2 filed alongwith claim statement is 
in between those five workers and had services of Shri Anil 
Kumar not terminated from 25th March, 76 he must have 
completed 240 days in one calender year and became eligible 
for permanent appointment, as the above said 
five persons. The aggrieved workmen made representation 
demanding permanent absorption. At this stage All India 
Central Bank Staff Federation took up the case of these work- 
nen and raised industrial dispute before ALC (Central), Delhi 
The said conciliation proceedings ended in failure on the 
basis of which the present reference has been made by the 
Government Meanwhile the management absorbed from the 
approved list one Shri N- P. Srivastava, in permanent service 
w.e.f. 20-7-78 on the ground that he too had completed 240 
days In one calendar month. The management absorbed four 
persons permanently at Ghaziabad branch in 1972, who had 
not passed any recruitment test though the management had 
taken plea before the ALC (Central), that the five persons 
can not be absorbed for non-availabilitv of the vacancies. The 
management continued recruitment of subordinate staff by 
holding fresh test in 1972 and transform? the sub staff from 
one branch to other branches in Meerut Division and those 
who qualified the test were called for interview and subsequent¬ 
ly appointed in the bank ignoring the preferential right of the 
workman and the union objected this action of the manage¬ 
ment by raising objection per annexure W-17 fffed with the 
statement of claim. 

3. The bank management in its written statement averred 
that in 1974 the recruitment test was held for general cate¬ 
gory candidates and for filling up the backlog of the Schedule 
Castes candidates as penal prepared in 1971 stood cancel¬ 
lation. The management referred the case law laid down 
in H. L. Dua versus MSD 1971 2(i) LLJ page 414 Delhi 
according to which empenalment did not create any Tight for 
appointment. They further averred that it was in pursuance 
of the management recruitment policy circular no, 4 of 
1968. Since all the bank employees were recruited on the 
concession given in the circular though this relaxation was 
abolished in 1976. 

4. It cannot be denied that mere cmpanclment will not 
create any right on the person empenalment for gottine 
permanent employment. Further it was within the right of 
the management to cancel the list for reasons given. The 
right of the five workmen for being considered in preference 
of those who were recruited despite their positions being 
below or that the recruitment of anv of them was against 
law. On this point my attention was drawn to circular no 4 
of 1968. annexure 2 whereby sons and daughters of the 
bank employees were given preference in. the matter of 
employment and were to be selected even if thev acauirtd 
less numbers of marks than the candidates of ncneral cate¬ 
gory. Admittedly this practice has been given up from the 
year 1976. Tt was after this circular no. 4 which came in 
bank on 6-5-68. when the bank management was nationalised 
on 19-7-69. and on having come under control of Govern¬ 
ment of India it came within the definition of state of article 
12 of the Indian Constitution. Article 16 of the said con¬ 
stitution gives right to equality in the matter of public emp¬ 
loyment. Thus in continuance of the nrovision of circular 
no. 4 of 1968 of the management bank after nationalisation 
of banks or- giving preferential treatment to the sons and 
daughters ol' the bank emplovees after the said date was 
illegal. Admittedly five members of the sons of staff men¬ 
tioned in annexure W-16 of the W.S, were given employment 


after 1978 in preference to the persons who had qualified 
and whose name appeared in the merit list wag illegal and 
no other person irom the merit list should have been 
choosen. Shri Nirunkar prasad had already been given per¬ 
manent appointment thus out of the approved list annexure 
W-16 person appearing at serial' no. 23 would be entitled to 
permanent appointment in own right. 

5. Further coining to the point that all those who had 
put in 240 days of service in one calender year were given 
permanent appointment on the basis of Scheduled Caste is 
not the correct and proper appreciation of lew. The law is 
laid down in the case State Bank of India Vs. M. Sunder 
Money 1976, 1 LLJ page 478 lays down is that all those 
temporary workmen having completed 240 days in one span 
of year comprising of 12 calender months could not be ter¬ 
minated without paying them retrenchment compensation 
and notice pay and in case of non-compliance of section 25F 
of the ID Act they will be deemed to be in continuing in 
service and as the necessary corrlary the management will 
hav c to pay them for the period they were out of the service, 
instead of understanding the law properly as laid down 
by sec itself in subsequent paras he will not be allowed to 
claim any advantage in Ihe matter of seniority or other 
priority inierse among temporary employees on the ground 
that his retrenchment is being declared invalid by this 
court. The management instead of appreciating the law 
properly that the temporary employees could not be 
terminated after completion of 240 days in one calendar year 
by paying them reterenchment compensation, notice or notice 
pay, they started giving them permanent appointment which 
again was illegal in preference to those who had appeared in 
test and interview and came out successful and were there on 
the successful list and would have been given permanent 
appointment. Had persons below them and in the garb 
that they hud completed 240 days were given appointment 
under the mistaken interpretation of law bv management. Tt 
was clearly laid down in the case law of Shri S. K. Vcrrna 
and others Vs. O.GT.T. and others 1980 lab 1C 1992, 
wherein it was held: 

The labour court appears to have thought that the 
award of the relief of reinstatement with full back 
wages would put these workmen on a pari with 
those who had qualified for peramnent absorption 
by passing the prescribed test and that would 
creale dis-sntisfaction amongst the latter. First, they 
can never be on par since reinstatement would not 
qualify them for permanent absorption. They would 
continue to be temporary liable to be retrenched. 

6 . Permanent appointment of Shri Nirankar Prasad Srivasiv 
be illegal, persons above him namely Shri Anil Nagin Chand, 
and Sitarum were entitled to be considered first and as such 
wourd be entitled to be given appointment first in preference 
to him, The management should pot havc considered appoin- 
ment of four persons in 1972 namely Shri S, C. Singhal, 
Ramsingh, Achaya Lai and Gulab Singh and giving them 
appointment in preference to the persons who had passed, 
the test and were approved for appointment of the sub slaff 
vide ann. W-16 of the written statement. The appointment 
of those four persons in preference to approved list just after 
a year or so and also it was exhausted, or it was cancelled 
was illegal. Had they not been taken and person from the 
apptoved list appointed all the workmen would have get 
permanent appointment. 

7. The management has raised the objection that the 
aplicants are not workmen. Under the definition of workman 
those persons are also workmen for the purpose of procee¬ 
dings under this Act in relation to an industrial dispute 
who have been dismissed, discharged or retrenched or whose 
dismissal, discharge is lead to industrial dispute, They have 
also taken the plea that the reference is bad in law. No 
cogent reasons have been given a s to why the reference is 
bad. The Central Government in its wisdom did not refer 
the dispute on the first instance as it considered lhat the 
management have isued offers of appointment to the candi¬ 
dates as and when vacancies arose directly according to merit 
but later on when the matter was taken up bv the federation 
the Government referred the dispute for ad indication. Most 
of the appointment were made at Ghaziabad, six persons of 
the category of sons of the staff and junior persons who 
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had completed 240 days of service in one span of year 
after termination workman in 1975 or 76. Letter ext. W-8 
of the management filed alongvvith claim statement show 
that Shri Dinesh Kumar, Srikrishna Sharma, Dinesh Mohan 
Sharma V- P- Raju and Khem Chandra were given perman- 
nent appointment on the basis of having completed 240 
days in 12 calendar months and list was treated ns 
cancelled as it has become more than three years old. This 
letter was given to the workman Shri Nagin Chandra Jain 
by the management on 5-4-78. Even after that one N. P- 
Srivastava was given permanent appointment which too 
completed 240 days of work in one calender month. 

8 . Shri Anil Kumar appeared in the witness box and has 
deposed that after rccuitment 1972 to 1976 he worked in 
the management bank off on but in none of these years he 
completed 240 days. According to him that all those who 
completed 240 days were given permanent appointment in 
1978. He has deposed that in the recruitment test of 1974 
lie did not appear as his appointment list was going on 
and persons being appointed from that list. In the end he 
admitted that he working at a shop and getting Rs, 350 per 
month. 

9. Thus the management should have considered giving 
appointment to the five candidates who were in the approved 
list or allowed them to continue before terminating their 
services till the year 1975-76 as alleged. 

In Gecth Versus Central Bank of India, Industrial and 
Labour Cases 71 wherein it was held; 

From the final list of candidates selected the names of 
those candidates who have been approved but 
could not be given any appointment for want of 
vacancy, will be kept on a waiting list. Such a list 
shoultl be prepared for each category of staff and 
any vacancy arising in these categories during the 
year should first be offered to such candidates 
whose names appeared in the first waiting list in 
the order of merit. Ttemporaiy staff if required at 
any time should also be strictly drawn from this list 
in other words, no one who has not qualified in the 
written test and interview should be appointed even 
as temporary member of staff. 

10 . In employing persons after termination of the five 
workmen in 1975-76, the giving appointment of five persons 
of annexure W-8 and Shri N. P. Srivastava in 1978 is 
voilative of section 25 H of the I D Act as they should 
have been given appointment first and others fater. 

11. Thus in view of the discussion made above, I hold 
that the action of the management of Central Bank of India 
in relation to its Divisional Office at Meerut in not giving 
employment to SJShri Tej Pal Singh, N. C. Jain Anil Kumar 
Sita Ram and Som Prakash, peons on arid from 7-12-75, 
21-11-75, 25-3-76, 21-11-75 and 22-2-76, respectively is not 
justified. Thb result is that they are entitled to be reinstated 
In service with full back wages and continuity of service 
and be given permanent appointments from the date on which 
their entitlenftnt accrues us per their position in their seniority 
list. 

12. Shri Anil Kumar being gainfully employed and get¬ 
ting Rs. 350 per month shall get balance of pay after 
adjusting Rs. 350 per month. 

13. In the circumstances of the case, the workman shall 
get Rs. 300/- as cost. 

14. I, therefore, give my award accordingly. 

15. Let six copies of this award be sent to the govern¬ 
ment for publication,

AWARD 

The Central Government has referred the lollowing de¬ 
pute tor adjudication. 

“Whether tho action of the Station Engineer, Doi.rdtir- 
shan Kendra, Jaipur in terminating the service of 
Shri G. S. Vyas, General Assistant on casual basis 
with effect from the 17th February, 1977 without 
following the provisions of Industrial Disputes Act. 
1947 is justified? If not, to what teiief ihe work¬ 
man is entitled ?” 

2. The workman Shri G. S. Vyas, the validity of whose 
termination ol service is to be adjudicated, expired during the 
pendency of this dispute and his widow Smt. Munglesh 
Kumari and minor children were brought on record as repre¬ 
sentatives by order dated 25-11-83. The question ot reinstate¬ 
ment does not arise now and the only relief Which can be 
granted, if found due, will be compensation 

3. The deceased Shri G. S. Vya3 was appointed in Doar- 
darshan Kendra, Jaipur as a General Assistant on rt-2-77 
on daily wages and contract basis. He worked like this upto 
11-7-77 with some breaks and from 15-7-77 he was taken 
on muster roll basis, He was given a monthly salary and 
was asked to discharge duties on all day s of month but he 
was not given benefits of holidays and Sundays, When he 
raised his voice against thia practice he was immediately 
removed from service. A pay scale of Rs. 260 to Rs. 400 
for General Assistant existed but he was not given this pay 
scale. He used to maintain different types of registeis bucii 
as contract register, attendance register, car log register, pro¬ 
gramme tapes receipt and despatch register leleRttram receipt 
and despatch register, stationary'stock register, receipt and 
despatch register etc, besides doing typing and other work, 
He worked for more than two years in all without any clerk 
under him. He was made to work from 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. and 
sometimes even up to 10 p.m. He was assmed from time to 
time that complete dues would be paid to him but instead 
of this he was removed from service without following the 
provisions of section 25 F of the Industrial Disputes Act even 
though ho had completed more than 24U days in service. 

4. The opposite party has admitted that Shr. G. S. Vyas was 
first engaged on casual contract basis for 14 days, and than 
on daily wages but this engagement was purely casual in 
nature. He was engaged on daily wages as and when there 
was work and whenever his services were required, he was 
called for the job and Ihe break in service were not deli¬ 
berate. It is denied that he was taken as a regular employee 
on muster roll. It is pleaded that as lie was a purely casual 
employee on daily wages, the provisions of section 25F are 
not applicable. It is pleaded that Doordarjhan Kendra is 
not an industry as it does not do anv business or trade and 
it is not an undertaking or manufacturing concern. 

5. Tire action of the opposite party in dispensing with the 
services of Shri G.S. Vyas is sought (o be justified on ihe 
ground that he was appointed on casual basis. The only oral 
evidence in this case is of station Engineer, Jaipur Door- 
darshan kendra, Shri Sharda Prasad Srivastava who has 
deposed that Shri Vyas was engaged on daily wages hv 
different orders which are Ex. TvJ 1 to Ex. M6 when a regular 
person selected by the Service Selection Commission was 
posted that Shri Vyas was no longer kept in service. He has 
admitted that Shri Vyas had worked for more than 24(1 dais 
in a year and when he was removed from service in Feb., 
1979 he was not given any notice or compensation. When 
Shri Vyas W'orked for more titan two years and for more 
than 24/ days in a year he was entitled 1 o notice or pay in 
lieu of notice and compensation as reauired under section 
25 F of the Indusrial Disputes Act. This provision is appli¬ 
cable to casual workman also and merely because Shri Vvas 
was »ot a regularly selected permanent employee, if does 
not mean that he is not covered bv the definition of 'he 
workman under section 2 (s) of the Indust'fiat Disputes Acf. 
The termination of his service without following the neces¬ 
sary provisions of law is illegal. 


b. i no only question which is of relevance in this con¬ 
nection ts whether the opposite patty, Doordaisnan Kendra, 
Jaipur is an industry under die provisions of tne Industrial 
Dispute Act. ihe witness examined by the opposite party 
has stated that at Jaipur Dooidarstian Kendra tney are not 
transacting any business or making Income us they only 
relay programmes 1mm Delhi. Un tuts basis, it is contended 
that il is noL an industry 10 which the provisions of the 
Industrial Disputes Act are applicable. Relying on A.ER. 
19/8 b.C 548, Bangalore Water Supply and Sewerage Board 
Vs A. Kajappa and others, it is contended that for an indu¬ 
stry th -vc has to be a systematic activity organised by the 
cooperation between the employer and employee for the pro¬ 
duction and/or distribution of goods and service calculated 
to satisfy human wants and wishes. Il was also observed that 
absence of profit motive or gainful! objectives is irrelevant, 
be the venture in the public, joint, private or other sector. 
The decisive test is tile nature of the activity with special 
emphasis on the employer employee relations. Reference is 
made to para 18 and 19 of this judgement which read as 
under:— 

18. t would also like to make a few observations about 
the so- called sOverigii’ functions which have been 
placed outside the field ot industry. I do not feel 
happy about the use of the term ‘soveregin’ here. 
1 trunk that the term 'sovereign' should be reserved 
technically and more correctly, for the sphere of 
ultimate decisions. Sovereignty operates on a sover¬ 
eign plane of its own a.3 t suggested in Kcshavananda 
Bnurli’s case. A.l.R. 19/3 S.C. 1461, supported by 
n quotation Irom Ernest Barker’s ‘Social and Political 
Theory’. Again, the term ‘Regal’, from which the 

term ‘sovereign’ functions appears to be derived, 
seems to be misfit in a Republic where the citizen 
shares the political sovereignty in which he hus 
even a legal share, however small, in as much as 
he exercises the right to vote. What is meant by the 
use of the term ‘sovereign’ in relation to the acti* 
vities of the Slate, is more accurately brought out 
by using the term governmental functions although 
there are difficulties here also in as much as the 
Government has entered largely now fields of indu¬ 
stry. Therefore, only those services which are gove¬ 
rned by separate rules and constitutional provisions 
such as Articles 310 and 311 should, strictly speak¬ 
ing, be excluded from the sphere of indusrty by 
necessary implication. 

19. 1 am impressed by the argument that certain public 
utility services which are carried out by government 
agencies or corporations are treated by the Act itself 
as within the sphare of industry. It express rules 
under other enactments govern the relationship 
between the State as an employer it may be con¬ 
tended, on the strength of such provisions, that a 
particular set of employees are outside the scope of 
the Industrial Disputes Act for that reason. The 
special excludes the applicability of the general. We 
cannot forget that wc have to determine the mean¬ 
ing of the term ‘industry’ in the context of and for 
the purposes of matters provided for in the In¬ 
dustrial Disputes Act only.” 

Referring to these decisions it is contended that All India 
Radio has not been held to be an industry therefore Door- 
durshan Kendra cannot be an industry under the Industrial 
Disputes Act. 

7. The witness who came for the opposite party has laid 
stress in tile evidence on the fact that tile Jaipur Door- 
darsban Kendra is not having anv income and is merely 
relaying programmes ftonj Delhi. In this connection it may 
be stated that income or profit motive is not essential for 
an establishment to be an industry. It Is the nature of the 
activity carried on by the employer and employee which is 
of relevance. The systematized activity in this ease is pro¬ 
ducing programmes ami telecasting for the entertainment and 
satisfaction of the public which can also be said to be distri¬ 
buting and sharing knowledge and making the neoNc better 
informed. This amounts io rendering service to 1h; mibl'C 
through the cooperation of cnmlnver and employee. All this 
nrtivfiy suggests that Doord-mshan is an industry. It mnv 
a bo be mentioned that with the commcrcialisntion of the 
'“lcvi'iOTi programmes ;t ,-nn no longer <mid that Donr- 
darsbnn’s turn is merely philanthropic. The objection of the 
opposite put ty lias no force. 
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8 . The quection to be decided now is what compensation 
should be granted to the widow of Shri G-S. Vyas. Shri 
Vyas was illegaly removed from service in Feb., 1979 and 
he died on 29-12-82. Had his case been decided earlier he 
would have been reinstated in service, but that question is 
no longer relevant now and only a lump-sum compensation 
can be awarded on account of the illegal teimination of 
service. He was engaged on Rs. 14/- per day and the monthly 
income may be said to Rs. 360/-. He would have noimally 
earned about Rs. 4000/- per year and at this rate he would 
have earned a little over Rs. 15000/- till Dec., 1982. 
However, his service was not regular and it could have been 
validity terminated at any time. Moreover as compensation is 
being paid in lump-sum, I would consider it proper that a 
sum of Rs. 10000/- by way of compensation should be given 
to the widow and children of Shri G.S. Vyas. 

9. An award is passed that the termination of service of 
Shri G.S. Vyas is illegal. His widow and minor children arc 
entitled to a compensation of Rs. 10000/-.' 

10. The award is to be sent to the Central Government for 
publication.

AWARD 

Dispute refened to by the Central Government for adju- 
dlcui.on under Clause (d) of Sub-section (1) of Section 10 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, vide Notification No. 
L-2y012/8/82.D.tli(B) dated 1-7-1983 of the Ministry of 
LaDour & Rehabilitation, Department of Labour, reads thus : 

■‘Whether the retirement of Shri Mangaram Deep, 
Dumper Operator on medical grounds with effect 
from 31-1-82 by the management of M/s Bisra 
Stone Co. Ltd., Birmitrapur is justified ? If not, to 
what leuef Shti Mangaram Deep is entitled to ?” 

2. First-party employer is M|s. Bisra Stone Mine Co. Ltd., 
Birumitrapur, whereas the second-party workman was its 
Leyland Dumper Operator from 10-4-1962 till 31-1-1982 
v\ hen he was iorced to retire after due notice on medical 
ground. 

3. Second-party workman filed a written-statement stating 
tl-.at even though he was suffering from incurable diseases 
like diabetes and arthritis but they were controllable. In 
tact, the diseases were controlled after, treatment and he was 
found fit by the Assistant District Medical Officer, Balangir, 
on 9-12-1981 and by the then District Medical Officer on 
lb-4-1982 and yet he was asked to go on retirement without 
any just cause or excuse and as such, the impugned order 
retiring him from service is illegal' and motivated. 

4. First-parly employer filed its rejoinder stating that the 
second-party absented himself frequently from duty on the 
ground of il/ness for which his medical examination was 
held and as per the information of the Medical Officer that 
be was unfit to hold the post of dumper operator any fur¬ 
ther, he was forced to retire with effect from 31-1-1982 
after notice. 

5. The second-party examined himself and first-party 
examined three witnesses in support of their respective Con¬ 
tentions. The witness No. 1 examined for the management is 
ihe Medical Officer who exhibited the relevant documents of 
the hospital and stated that the second-party workman was 
on sick leave for 86 days in 1978, 57 days in 1978, 161 
days in 1980 and 168 days in 1981. He was referred to 
Ispat General Hospital, Rourkela, for treatment twice. 
I.nstely he was examined by a Medical Board on 21-12-1981 
and was found to be unfit to operate the Leyland dumper 

' on account of continued ill-health. The witness No. 2 is the 
Superintendent (Mechanical) under whom the second-party 
was working and his evidence discloses that the second-party 
was remaining absent, from duty on the ground on his 
■kkness. The witness No. 3 is th e Senior Personnel Manager 
who exhibited Ext. G which would go to show that the 
second-party applied for leave for treatment at his own cost 
and his prayer was allowed. He denied that the second-party 
produce any document certifying his fitness for the job 
Mil-sequent thereto. That the second-party applied for leave 
as pc- Ext. G is admitted by the second-party himself but 
his case is that he came round after treatment. The doctor 
who treated him is not examined. Certificate, if any, granted 
by the doc*or is also not exhibited. No attempt is also made 
to produce the certificate, if any, of the concerned doctor 
before the nodical board. In view of all’these the plea taken 
r*f him that he came round after treatment cannot be be¬ 
lieved and it must be found, taking into consideration the 
fact 'hat the sectond-party workman frequently absented 
hhii'eff from dn'v off the ground of his sickness from in* 
ctrnbh dkeases like arthiritis and diabetes, that he was 
rh’Glv declared unfit bv the Medical Board for holding the 
nos* of Levland Dumper Operator in the mines area any 
!c r*her. and as such, the impugned order retiring him from 
service on medicnf ground under Clause 27(a) of the Standing 
Orders must be maintained. 

6. Ip the result, the retirement of Shri Mangaram Deep, 
Dups-n,. Operator on medical grounds with effect from 
31-1-1982 bv the management of M!s. Bisra Stone Lime 
Co. Tdd.. Birmitrapur, is justified. 

7. The Award is passed accordingly.

2. The Union which raised the dispute, submitted a seven 
point demand charter to the employer, on winch no settlement 
cord'd be arrived at and the Central Government has referred 
only four demands for adjudication. Out of these four 
matters one relates to the termination of service of eighteen 
workmen. As for other demands of the charter, the first 
demand is about the bonus at the rate of 20 per cent per 
at the rate of on the ground that the opposite parly, who 
is having mine business for the last 14-15 years, is earning 
a huge profits. The acdounts maintained by it arc said to 
be incomplete in order to conceal the real income. The 
second demand is for seven days casual leave and twelve days 
.national and festival holiday with pay in a year. It is alleged 
that in other mines this facility is provided to the workmen. 
According to the claim, the holidays allowed under the Mines 
Act are also not given by the opposite party. Another demand 
is about the issue of attendance cards. ‘The attendance 
register is maintained by the employer and the workmen are 
not allowed to enter their own attendance. If attendance 
cards are issued then the workman will be aware of leave 
weekly holidays, etc. as they will be having record of it. As 
for the dispute of the termination of service of 18 workman, 
it is stated that they were in scrvico since 1979 and they wore 
paid according to piece rate. When these workmen demanded 
their full wages, the employer got annoyed with them and 
orally terminated the service of these workman. It is alleged 
that they had worked for more than 240 days in each year, 
but were not paid compensation or pay in lieu of notice. 

3. The opposite party has first of all contested the 
status of the sponsoring Union. No employee of Jawaja and 
Rampur Panchayat area is said to be a member of the 
petitioner Union. Similarly in regard to 18 workmen or 
employees, whose services are said to have been terminated, 
it is stated that they were not employees of this establish¬ 
ment. The demand charter submitted by the Union, was 
suitably replied. It is submitted that there is no dispute with 
the- employees of the opposite party an dthc Union has quite 
unnecessarily raised .the dispute. The demand for bonus at 
the rate of 20 per cent is denied on the ground that the 
establishment handled bv the opposite party is on a very small 
scale which docs not have much profits. They are already 
paying statutory bonus to its employees, All the employees 
arc said to be engaged on daily wages and no C. L. is allowed 
in similar type of business. It is pleaded that attendance cards 
are regularly given to the employees, 

4. In the documents, submitted bv, the opposite party, 
there is the rdpry to the demand charter and the reply 
submitted before the Conciliation Officer. Besides attendance 
register, payment registers have been submitted along with 
the production register, Two applications signed by the 
workmen of the establishment have been submitted which are 
to the effect that they have resigned from the member-ship of 
this Union and they do not want any demand to be raised. 


However, no one has come forward to prove them. The 
Union has not led any evidence inspite of several opportunities 
given to it. Even from the documents produced by the 
opposite party it cannot be said that the income of the op¬ 
posite party is in a higher category so as to allow 20 per cent 
bonus per month. 

5. The opposite party is maintaining attendance register 
ami payment register and no one has come to depose that 
attendance cards ate issued. Similarly as for the leave allow¬ 
ed in other mines in this region there is no evidence on 
behalf of either side. None of the 18 workmen whose services 
are said to have been terminated without following the proce¬ 
dure has come forward to depose that he bad worked with 
the opposite party for a particular period. In absence of any 
evidence it is not possible fur me to come to the conclusion 
that any of the demands submitted by the sponsoring union 
are justified. 

6. Tn the result a no dispute award is passed which is sent 
to the Central Government for publication in accordance 
with law.

AWARD 

Dated the 26th of August, 1985 

The Central Government Ministry of Labour in exercise 
of the powers conferred on them under Section 10 (1) (d) 
of the Industrial Disnutes Act 1947, as per their Order No. 
LM201?I125IR0-D.II(A) dated 7 November, 1981 referred 
the following industrial dispute to this Tribunal for adjudi¬ 
cation. 
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“Whether the action of the management of Punjab 
National Bank in relation to its Pay Office" at 
Barpda (Haryana) in denying the payment of 1 /3 
of scale wages to Sh. Raghubir Singh, Sweeper is 
justified? If not, to what relief is the workman 
concerned entitled and from which date?’’ 

2. Brief facts of the case according to the petitioner, are 
that he was appointed as a part-time sweeper by the Respdt, 
Bank at their Baroda Pay Office (branch) in District Sonepet 
w.e.f. 31-12-74 @ Rs. 15/- per month, raised to Rs. 20!- 
per month w.e.f. 1-2-1979. It was complained that he was 
not allowed any other benefits admissible under modified 
Bank Award and Settlements to permanent part time em¬ 
ployees even though he had to work on an average of more 
than 2 hours per day. Elaborating the nature of his lob, 
the petitioner pleaded that he was required to sweep, clean 
and wash the office permises as detailed below: — 

(a) One Strong Room of 17’xl4’ size. 

(b) Banking Hall of 28’x30’ size. 

(c) Veranda of 9'x30’ size. 

(d) AH tables, chairs, counter and bench meant for the 

customers. 

(e) Cleaning and washing Latrine on 3rd floor. 

(f) Occasional washing of the Manager's residence. 

(g) To bring water for the staff and customers fiorn a 
well situated 200 metres away from the office pre¬ 
mises. 

(h) To call customers from their residence, the T.umber- 

dar of the area and other clients of the Bank as 
per directions of the Branch Manager. 

3. From the petitioner's point of view he was entitled 
to one third scale wages along with all the fringe benefits 
payable <o a member of the Subordinate Staff in the terms 
of Bipartite Settlements. Therefoie, he raised a demand 
through his Union, for the appropriate relief but the 
Management was found unresponsive despite the intervention 
of the ALC (C) at the Conciliation stage and hence the 
Reference. 

4. Resisting the proceedings, the Management pleaded that 
the reference has since become infructuous because the 
petitioner has resigned his job on 4-2-1983 and was thus no 
longer in their service. On merits they vehemently denied 
having assigned him any such duty which could require 
more than 6 hours' weekly input. To be precise they avered 
that he was appointed as a. part-time sweeper on a fixed 
salary of Rs. 15/- per month and had only one Banking 
Hall measuring 281x30’ besides a 9’x30’ Veranda running 
along the frontage of the Hall for daily cleaning and sweeping 
of course, once in a blue moon he also cleaned the Strong 
Room but otherwise he was never required to do any other 
work. So much so that they had another part-time employee 
for fetching water for the consuption of the staff and the 
customers. It was further pleaded that in terms of the 3rd 
Biparties Settlement the petitioner’s wages were raised from 
time to time and that at the time of his disengagement he 
was being pain @ 60/- per month. 

5. In view of the comprehensive nature of the ie:ms of 
reference the parties were straight away called upon to 
adduce evidence in support of their respective versions under 
the directions of my learned predecessor. Thus they adduced 
Verbal as well as documentary evidence which I have care¬ 
fully perused and heard them at length. 

6. In so far as the Management's preliminary objection 
against the maintahility of the Reference is concerned I 
find it completely devoid of force despite the common pro¬ 
position that the petitioner had resigned his iob on 4-2-83. 
The partinent point is that at the time of Reference he was 
very much in their service, and otherwise also the definition 
of a “Workman” as laid-down in section 2 (s) of the T.D. 
Act is comprehensive enough to include even a discharged 
employee. Of course there seems to be dispute between the 
parties on the point of voluntary nature of that resignation 
but, for the obvious reason T would like to leave if along 
lest it should be taken as an expression of mind o-> a cen- 
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troversy which might be a subject matter of an independent 
Reference. 

7. Be that as it may, in the totality ol the circumstances 
I do not feel inclined to sustain the petitioner’s cause. On 
his behalf it was vehemently argued that he had a long list 
of daily assignements and chores to keep him busy for any 
time between one to two hours. It was argued that besides 
cleaning the Banking Hall, Veranda and Strong Room the 
Petitioner was also obliged to bring water from a distant 
well; clean and wash the Latrine on the 3rd floor; become 
the public street in front of the Bank premises and dust 
the furniture used by the Staff and customers of the bank. 
Moreover quite often he was also made to wash the Branch 
Manager's residence situated on the 1st floor and be present 
at his back and call to fetch the customers, from their 
houses. Lest but not least the Petitioner highlighted the ins¬ 
pection report of the ALC (C)' staff to show that he was 
putting in about 1-1/4 hours daily work in cleaning the Bank 
premises and the adjoining public street. 

8 . f am afraid, in his anxiety to press his point the learned 
Rep. for the petitioner adopted a lopsided and myopic ap¬ 
proach in overlooking certain salient feature of the case. 
The first and foremost point is that the petitioner was never 
employed on the regular staff of the Bank, There was no 
explicit or implicit agreement fixing the duiation of his duty; 
rather he was engaged on purely part time basis for a pev- 
licular assignment at a fixed salary which kept on incre¬ 
asing at different stages by mutual adjustment. In a manner 
of speaking he was given an assignment which could be 
attended any time at his leisure in the early morning before 
the start-of-the business hours. From his own sworn state¬ 
ment recorded by my learned predecessor it is abundantly, 
clear that the Bank premises used to be opened by one Om 
Parkash. Peon, Petitioner would have us believe that Om 
Parkash used to open the Bank at 9-00 A.M. but Om Parkash 
in his affidavit aud cross-examination ns MW1. clarified 
that he used to open the Bank premises at 9-30 AAL; ex¬ 
posing thereby that the petitioner had no occaion to be on 
the job before 9-30 A.M. The petitioner's own witnesses 
Kailash Chand Gupta WW2 and Ram Kumar Gupta, WW3 
.admitted that the office timings of the Bank used to be 
observed from 10.00 A.M. onwards. It means that the entire 
cleaning process must have been completed by the petitioner 
during intervening 30 minutes i.e. between 9.30 A.M. to 
10-00'A.M 

9. Tt hardly requires any emphasis that there is nothing 
on record to fault the testimony of Om Parkash which rather 
finds an echo of credibility in the admission of petitioner’s 
own witness Kailash Chand Gupta \VW2 that he (Om 
Parkash) used to open the Bank at any time between 9-00 
to 9-30 A.M. In his affidavit the Petitioner bad avered that 
be used to report a( the Bank early in the morning at 9-00 
A.M. because he used to hold tTie keys and open the bank 
himself. But surely enough he could not stick to such a 
made up version and that was how that, melting on the 
acid test of cross-examination, he affirmed the earlier pro¬ 
position of Om Prakash opening the Bank Similarly Kailash 
Chand also came out a cropper in his cross-examination 
when he tried to confuse the v'hole issue bv saving 1 hot 
the petitioner used to do his job from 10.00 A.M. to 10.15 
A.M. i.e in only 15 minutes every day. 

10. The petitioner's next witness Ram Kumar Gupta WW3 
faired no better bv claiming that it was a part of his duty 
to report at the Bank premises at 9-00 A.M. to open and 
clean it; that he was also required to take out the books, 
dust them off and then restore them to their proper place 
but he had nothing to do with the dusting of the furniture 
even though he was posted there as a peon. He can-g out 
with vet another interesting detail in th<» seme th"t th“ 
Bank bad only the ground floor with meaning ’hereby 
that the petitioner’s story of cleaning the latermp shunted 
on ’he 3rd floor was a fake one. 

11. On the other hand consistency of the Management's 
witnesses i.e. the concerned. Assistant Officer Tncharce A. K. 
Aggar'val M.W. L Peon Om Prakash M.W. 2 and cashier 
N.K. Shartna. M.W. 3 could not he shaken despite grilling 
cross-examination. Thev categorically deposed that Smt. 
Bhateri Devi used to fetch water for the bank and was 
being paid senarfely on vouchers: to put it in other words, 
the petitioner bad no function to bring water for his 
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Employer. Similarly they also deposed that normally the 
Bank used to be opened at $-30 a.m. and the entire cleaning 
process used to be completed by 10 00 a.m. i.c. by the time 
of the start of the business hours. 

12. The petitioner’s contention that none could possibly broom 
and clean the Bank premises with a covered area of little- 
over 1100 sq feet, in only half an hour is not tenable beca¬ 
use it depends from person to person as to what particular 
time is consumed by him in doing such job. A conscientious 
worker would like to utilize his time in doing the job ex¬ 
peditiously whereas a fazy or slow w'orker could prolong it 
to suit his own convenience. And otherwise also the argument 
built around the total covered area under the Bank is 
misconceived because it is aimed at getting the benefit of 
the memorandum of settlement Ex, W5 dated 7-5-84 which 
itself came into force w.e.f. 1-1-84 i.c after the petitioner's 
disengagement on 4-2-83 in pursuance to his resignation, 

13, As regard the inspection note of an official of the 
AT-C (Cj; suffice to say that it never formed a part of 
evidence before this Tribunal, He was not even offered 
for the purpose of cross-examination, though at its best 
his report to the ALC (C) itself was nothing more than 
a mere opinion and that too with no credentials of an 
Expcrl. 

14. Hence for (lie leasons recorded above I find no im¬ 
propriety in the action of the iryimigcment in denying the 
payment of 1 /3rd of scale wages to the petitioner Raghulur 
Singh and. as such, return my Award in their favour.

AWARD 

1. The Central Government, Ministry of Labour, vide , 
its notification No. I-12012/2/83-D-lVi A ), dated 1st Sep¬ 
tember, 1983, has referred the billowing dispute for 
adjudication; . 

Whether the action of the management of Hindustan 
Commercial' Bank Limited, Kanpur, in relation to 
their Barahanki Branch ip denying promotion to 
Shri p. N. Tripathi, Peon cum Waterman with 
elfect from 30-9-76 is justified? If not, to what 
relief is the workman concerned entitled? 

2. Tt is common ground that the workman Shri P. N. 
Tripathi is cashier from 2-8-80. The workman Shri Tripathi 
was initially appointed on 17-6-72 ns peon cum water man at 
Kanpur main branch. At the time of appointment he was 
High School passed and that he had not conceded his educa¬ 
tional qualification, from the management bank, The promo¬ 
tions of the award staff in tffc cadre of cashier/Godown 
Keeper considered on ihe basis of .seniority and the required 
educational qualification for such promotion is matriculation 
and in view’ of the bank’s circular no. 390 of 31st March. 81 
which is annexure A of the claim statement. The seniority 
is reckoned from the date of the appointment, That the 
management bank superceded to the workman Shri Tripathi 
and promoted several juniors in violation of provision of 
their own circular. 'For example Shri A. K. Tikka was 
appointed as peon cum water man from 1-8-72 who was 
promoted as clerk cum godown keeper from 30-9-76 Shii 
D. C. Mishrn was appointed as water cum peon from Septem¬ 
ber, 72 and was promoted as cashier cum dogown keeper 
on 12-2-77 and Shri R, S. Dube junior to workman Shri 
Tripathi was promoted by the mnnageincnl bank on 14-4-78. 
That despite repeated requests the management did not 
ruclificd tlie defect hence it is prayed that the seniority of 
the workman Shri P. N. Tripathi be made effective from 
30-9-76 m supersession to the seniority given on 2-8-80 and 
the woikman be rccompensalcd from the Toss for not giving 
him seniority at the proper time. 

з. The management in its written st.dement has aveired 
that prior to year 1076 there was no mle for promotion of 
sub stall and for the first time circular no. 9] of 15-9-76 
provided the recruitment migration and promotion and it was 
also stipulated that promotion of the sub staff cadic will be 
restricted to the cadre of cashier cum godown keeper and 
for the promotion of that post the sub stall should have been 
passed matriculation examination or atleast have put in 4 
years service before applying for promotion to the cadre of 
cashier cum godown keeper. That during the. period some 
promotion were made in the year 1976 and the principal of 
seniority was not taken into account, but those who were 
walling to be consideied were required to specifically apply 
for promotion after having passed the matriculation examina¬ 
tion and on completion of atleast 4 veins services in the 
sub-oi.dinule cadre, were only considered, That as per cir¬ 
cular dated 15-9-76 it was provided that a register would 
be maintained for recording the request of th e employees for 
migration/promotion and they would be considered strictly 
on the basis of the date of receipt of such requests. That 
ihe applicants were considered with the vacancies raised. 
’1 he applicant Shri Tripathi applied later to Shri K. K. Tikka 
D. C. Mishra and Shri R. S. Dubey, and on that account 
the request of the applicant was considered after them. 
Thus the action of the management ill not promoting the 
workman prior to 2-8-80 is justified and proper. 

и. The management has filed circular no. 91 dated 15th 
September 76, wherein in para J of the said circular under 
the head of promotion from sub staff cadre to the cadre of 
cashier cum godown keeper it laid down that a member of 
si.-h staff should have passed matriculation examination and 
have put in at least four years service lroro the date of 
appointment on probation before applying for piomotion to 
the cadre of cashier cum godown keeper. In note to this 
ipara, para a further fays down that a rcgiMcr will be main¬ 
tained for recording the request of the employee for migration/ 
promotion and they would be considered strictly on the 
basis of date of receipt of such requests and not more than 
10 per cent of the vacancies in the category of clerk cum 
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godown keepers would be filled up by migration/promotion 
in a calender year Iron! sub staff, 

5. In support of its contention the bank management 
examined Sliri Umesh Saxena, Manager Peisonnel of 
Hindustan Commercial Bank Limited who filed bis affidavit 
testifying that Sliri K. K. Tikku, D, C. Mislira and Shri 
R. S. Dubey all bad applied for promotion earlier than the 
workman, adpntting that his dale of appointment was a few 
months eafrier to them, in cross examination the manage¬ 
ment witness has admitted that prior to 1976 promotion of 
sr.-b staff persons was made on tbc basis of education i.c. 
High School Passed. According to him the representation of 
flic workman for promotion was received in ihc management 
bank on 17-10-78 and all representative regarding the promo¬ 
tion of sub staff were entered in the promotion register and 
the vacancies were cheeked by Shri i-I. |„ Jethali. lit the 
end he staled that the promotion of workman was not consi¬ 
dered earlier to Shii k. k. Tikka because his promotion ap¬ 
plication was not leceivcd till then and ihat the circular 
aunexure 1 was on the basis of settlement uf the Major 
Union. 

6. The woikm.m Shii P, M. Tiipalhi appealed in the 
witness box having set out his ease in the affidavit filed 
by him. The workman has filed enclosure l whereby he 
requested lu the Chairman Cum Managing Diieetor of the 
management bank for promotion. He made subsequent ap¬ 
plication on 24-3-73 and on 8-9-76 for promo'ion on which 
he was intimated per annexure five that with reference to 
your representative we have been advised by Head Office that 
none of your repicsentative is on your head office record 
except your representative dated 8th September, 76, which 
will be considered at the appropriate time. On oral representa¬ 
tion to his application dated 17th June 72, the local branch 
manager was informed that the workman was not eligible 
foi promotion to non sub cadre as lie has not put in five 
years service according to banks policy befotc July 76 and 
having put in 4 years service according to the procedure 
effective from 1st July 76, He was further informed that 
he could not he considered in preference to Shri Dinesh 
Chandra Sharnia and Shri K. K. Tikka who had to he 
considered for promotion after they had put in tluec years 
service in the subordinate cadre in view of scparale under¬ 
standing in the matter. From this letter it appears (hat prior 
to 1st July 76 the promotion policy was different than one 
prevailing thereafter. 

7. The management witness Shri Umesh Saxena ulong- 
willi his affidavit has filed circular no. 61 Jt. 13th September 
76 whereby, promotion could be possible after putting at 
least four years service in the sub-ordinate cadie. If this 
was so what was separate understanding with Shri K. K. Tikka 
and Shri D. C. Sharnia, 11 is common ground that Sliri 
P. N. Tripathi was senior most in the permanent appointment 
in sub staff cadre having date of appointment 17-6-72 and 
Mr, K. K. Tikka, R. S. Dubey and otheis all get appointment 
permanently Biter to Shri P. N. Tripathi. Thus four years 
service would be completed in the year 1676. Shri K. K. 
Tikka D. C. Mislira and R. S. Dubey wcie given promotion 
to the post of cashier cum godown keepers on 3-9-76, 
11-2-77 and 14-4-78 respectively after completion of four 
years service. On this basis the workman also should have 
been given promotion in 76 but he was promoted to cashier 
cum godown keeper on 2-8-80. 

8. No doubt workman Shri P. N. Tripathi started making 
representative for promotion as cashier cum godown keeper 
in feave vacancy since 73 on which he was intimated on 29th 
May, 75 that he could be considered for migration from one 
cadre to other only if he has put in five years service in the 
bank. The letter is enclosure 8 filed by the management. 

9. As mentioned in circular no. 91 dated 15th September, 
76 and according to it an employee who is making an applica¬ 
tion for migration for which a register will be maintained 
and promotion was to be considered strictly on the basis 
of receipt of such request. The management has admitted 
enclosure 5 filed alongwilh affidavit of the workmin that 
Head Ciffice had not received any representation for promotion 
earlier except the representation dated 8th September, 76 
and which will be considered al appropriate time. This 
means that the head office took note of the representation 


made by the workman on 8th September. 76 for hig promo¬ 
tion to cashier cum godown cadre and at that time the 
workman had completed foui years service in that cadie as 
lequired accoidmg to the rules enforced at ihe relevant time. 
If his lepiesentation dated 8-9-76 was there with the manage¬ 
ment and he was senior to Shri K. K. Tikka Ihe workman 
should have been given the permanent appointment on 20-9-76 
first and not Shri K. K. Tikka. On the representation 
made by the workman against the promotion being given to 
Shri K. K. Tikka, D. C. Sharrr.u and R. S. Dubey in cashier 
cum godown keeper cadre and ignoring his claim, the manage¬ 
ment replied per letter dated 28th January, 78 No policy 
prior to 1st July 76 has been fifed yet. The management 
intoimcd the wojkmnn that the woikman was eligible for 
promotion after having pot in 5 years service in sub cadre 
before 1st July 76 and having put in 4 yems service accord¬ 
ing to the procedure effective from 1st July 79. The manage¬ 
ment has however, informed that your case can not therefore 
be eonxidcied in preference to Shri Dinesh Chandra Sharma 
and Sim k. K. I ikka who had to be considered for promo¬ 
tion if they had put in 3 years service in subordinate cadre 
in view oi separate understanding in the matter. In the 
absence of clear statement as to wliat was separate under¬ 
standing regarding to the piomotion of others was jnalafide 
and ignoring the claim of senior workman Shri P. N, Trjpatbi. 
The workman such as to be whitlcd down on the ground c 
maiafide. The management having received representation 
of the woikman on 8th September 76 after having put in 
lour years seivice of the workman in view of circular no. 91 
of 15tli September. 76, the workman was entitled to be 
considered fiist 01 alienst with Shri K. K. Tikka and should 
have been given promotion first on 30-9-76 and not to Shri 
K. K. Tikka. 

10. Under these circumstances and for the 1 canons discuss¬ 
ed above believing the workman T hold that the action of 
the management of Hindustan Commercial Bank Limited 
Kanpur in 1 elation to its Harubunki Branch, in denying pro¬ 
motion to Shri P. N. Tripathi workman is not justified and 
the result is that the workman will be deemed to have been 
promoted to the post of Cashier cum Godown Keeper w.e.f. 
30-9-76 1,30th September, 76) and further the workman will 
be entitled to recover the difference of wages that he would 
have earned and which he actually received fiom the manage¬ 
ment bank. 

11. Under the circumstances of the ease the workman is 
held entitled to gel Rs. 200 as cost fiom the management. 

12. T, therefore, give my award accordingly, 

13. Let six copies of this award be sent to ihe Central 
Government, Ministry of J abour, for publication.
